Washington, May 8.—(Special.)}—The 
guilidtine has been set, the knife is aloft 
ani Marshal Buck's official head will fall 
into the basket before many more suns have 
Sei. 
Judge Crisp did the prosecution and Pres- 
‘jent Cleveland has condemned the culprit. 
The day of execution is not distant. 

Judge Crisp called at the white house at 
6 o'clock this afternocn and dined with the 
‘president and Mrs. Cleveland. After din- 
ner, over cigars in the president's private 
ofice, they discussed political affairs and 
matters relating to Georgia. Judge Crisp 
viewed the removal of Buck as of the fore- 
most importance. He stated to the pres- 
jdent that the people of the entire state 
demanded it. He recited a history of the 
acts of offensive partisanship committed by 
Buck and urged his immediate removal. 

“Il am surprised to hear this,” exclaimed 
the president. “I do not remember that 
any one has spoken to me on this subject.” 

Later in the conversation the president 
adjed that he believed Attorney General 
Olney had mentioned the case to him. 

After discussing the matter at length, Mr. 
Cleveland stated that he would act at once. 
He was somewhat embarrassed as to mak- 
ing an appointment. Personally Mr. Cleve- 
land was enclined to think the appointment 
of Colonel Renfroe would be the best. He 


renembered that Colonel Renfroe had 
been postmaster at Atlanta under 
his revious administration and _re- 
membered that he had made a good 


Colovel Dismuke was doubtless a 
good man and was endorsed by both senators, 
but he understood Colonel Renfroe had done 
splendid work in the last campaign in Geor- 
gia that he thought with his well-known 
ability entitled him to recognition. He has, 
however, not decided who he should ap- 
point, but he would do s6 very soon. 

The race is between Renfroe and Dismuke. 

Mr. Cleveland and the Office seckers. 

Mr. Cleveland’s wrath at the importuni- 
ties of the office seekers which he gave way 
in the cireular ordering them to keep off 
the white house grass, so to speaK, and get 
out of Washington if they know what is 
good for them has caused the colonels to 
use a profusion of “damn its” of their own 
today. The bows are mad, and they are 
expressing themselves very freely about the 
hotels and street corners. The members 
agree with the office sekers, that it is: hard, 
but secretely the able statesmen are Jaugh- 
ing in their sleeves, for it has-been as hard 
upon them.as upon Mr. Cleveland. While 
the order wil] relieve the president it will 
turn the horde upon the cabinet officers and 
they will bave their hands more full now 
than ever.

After all, the 
president’s order will work no hardship 
upon the deserving office seekers. The men 
who have the endorsements of their sena- 
tors anu representatives stand a better 
change now than they did hefore the order 
was issued. The order simply means that 
Mr. Clevelang has come to the conclusion 
that he bit off more than he could chew 
when he decided to make all appointments 
himself, and that he will now return to the 
old plan of filling the offices upon the recom- 
mendation of senators and representatves.

“THE SHUT-OUT ORDER. 
Politiciant Say It Makes Official Patronage & 
| Close Corporation. 

Washington, May 8.—The president’s or- 
der closing the white house to office eeek- 
ers formed the chief topic of conversation 
among the politicians today. ‘The expres- 
sions regarding it varied in character ac- 
cording to the caondition of the speaker. 
Senators and representatives with large and 
active constituencies were inclined to favor 
the president’s stand, for it relieved them 
of a great deal of pressure from importun- 
ing followers, whose needs must be pre- 
sented to the president. and their claims 
for office advocated. At the same time, 
the proclamation is not taken to apply as a 
bar to senators. . 

. Politicians Do Not Like It. 

The politicians say tha: the order will 
have the effect of making a close corpora- 
tion of the patronage system by giving sena- 
tors and representatives the sole right to 
talk with the president about appointments 
and’ that the president will be thus barred 
from hearing the voice of thé people at large 
on the fitness of candidates put forward 
for appointment for office. 

In opposition to these opinions, some 
arguments are advanced on the president's 
side of the case. It is urged that he has 
borne with patience the personal solicita- 
tions of the people for two months; that as 
a matter of fact the personal presence of 
the applicants is seldom necessary. FPa- 
pers and endorsements are filed ip the cases 
of offices for which the majority of his vall- 
ers have been applicants and action is taken 
upom the papers in the case alone. The 
president cannot remember even the names 
of the persons who seek personal interviews 
with him, to say nothing of the claims put 
forth. It is argued that the denjal of per- 
sonal interviews does net cut oft the right 
ef citizens to make endorsements or put 
forward candidates. They may file all the 
papers they wish to, and when the queés- 
tion of filling a certain office comes up, the 
claims of each applicant will be given at- 
tention. 

Senator Vance Endorses. It. 

Senator Vance, who called at the white 
house this morning for a moment, endorsed 
the president’s new order. He said jt would 
relieve the president and senators from a 
great deal of pressure upon them, exerted by 
the office seekers, which, while it consumed 
valuable time, did not benefit the applicants, 
for personal interviews rarely amount to 
anything at a time Jike this wheu the pres 
ident seeg SO Many persons in the course of 
a day. 

It is stated on the best of aythority that 
the order of the president was decided upon 
at the cabinet meeting last Friday. ‘lhe 
president said that he now had wore im- 
portant Qusiness which demanded his atten- 
tion, than he had during the entire four 
years of his previous edministration. To 
these matters he had no time to devote him- 
self on account of the crowds of men con- 


‘tirually demanding His time, to importune 


him for position. The time for human en- 
durance had come to an end, and something 
had to be done. 

Called on His Private Secretary. 


The full result of the president’s order 
closing bis door to office seekers wags not 
apparent at the white house today, for Mon- 
day is reserved by Mr. Cleveland for the 
uninterrupted attention to public business 
outside of interviews. His only visitors 
this morning were Secretaries Gresham and 
Lamont, who spent some time in Mr, Cleve- 
land’s private room, 

But a partial effect of the president’s 
statement was the increased attendance of 
callers on Private Secretary Thurber. Many 
of them called, so they said, “merely to pav 
their respects” and several left “P. P. C.”’ 
ecards for Mr. Cleveland to show him that 
they appreciated to its fullest extent tho 
hint conveyed in the closing sentence of his 
circnlar that “applicants for office will onlv 

rejudice their prospects by remaining in 

"ashington to await results.”’ 

It can be stated on authority that the pres- 
ident decided to issue the statement with- 
out consultation with any one. e did not 
even ask the opinion of membérs of his cab- 
inet. The.new rulings were practically de- 
cided on last Friday. but it is said that the 
president has contempleted the Innovation 
for some time. delay in action being prob- 
ably due to the hope that the rush for office 
through personal calls would cease, 

Fell in the Puablic Line. 


A number of persons who called to “mere- 
ly pay their respects” to the president, to- 
day, postponed the calls they contemplated 
making during office hours and fel] in the 
line of the genera! public who are received bv 
Mr. Cleveland in the east room on Mon- 
days, Wednesdays and Saturdays at 1 
o’clock. The. reception consists merely in 
handshaking and passing along to make 
room for others, Even Dr. Byron Sunder- 
land, who is paster of the Presbyterian 
church, and who officiated at the marriage 
of Mr. and Mrs. Cleveland, aid not pre- 
sume on his intimacy with the president, 
but took his place in line with the people. 
It is believed that one effect of the new or- 
der of things will be to send applicants in 
increased numbers to the yarious cabinet 
officers. Judging from the crowds at some 
of the executive depart*nents today this re- 
sult has already hecome apparent,

THE LAW TRIUMPH 


And the Back of Whitecapism in Missis- 
sippi Has Been Broken. 


A MOMENTOUS DAY AT BROOKHAXEN. 


The Governor Was There and Ad- 
dressad the}Crowd. 


THE,WHITE CAP LEADERS PLEAD GUILTY 


And EachIs Sentenced to Two Years in 
the Penitentiary—Others Will Fol- 
low Suit in the Near Future, 


Brookhaven, Miss., May 8.—(Special.)— 
Whitecapism received its death blow in 
south Mississippi today. Since the mob 
came to town last Thursday for the pur- 
pose of liberating the indicted white caps 
in jail, and attempted: to assassinate the 
judge of the court when he threw himself 
in the breach, the community has been in 
a fever of excitement and a fresh assault 
was expected at any moment. The dan 
ger was thought to be so imminent yesterday 
that the sheriff deemed it best to reinforce 
the citizen soldiery by telegraphing Gover- 
ner Stone for two companies of state troops, 
which came down and went on duty at the 
jail last night. Ag today was:the day for 
which the white caps trials had been set. 
it was expected on all sides that things 
would. reach a crisis. Numerous reports 
had been received that the attack would 
be renewed just before daylight or during 
the day. Governor Stone, who hurried to 
the scene of the trouble when the first out- 
break occurred, had promised to return and 
address the people today in support of law 
and order. , 

Nhe People Come to Town. 

Contrary to general expectation, no out- 
break occurred during the night and at an 
early hour people began to arrive from 
the country in large numbers. ‘The urban 
population was already up and on the 
alert, ang by 9 o'clock one of the largest 
crowds ever seen in town was assembled. 
It was observed that no ene who came in 
from the country made any display of arms, 
and it was soon rumored that the white 
caps and their sympathizers were complete- 
ly demoralized by the show of resistance 
they had encountered, and that many of the 
Thursday's mob was among the crowd and 
had come in to capitulate. 

The courthouse and jail were heavily 
guarded until the hour for opening court | 
and no one was allowed to pass pickets, 
except persons connected with the court 
and the military, 

At 10:30 o’clock the order was given to 
allow the crowd to enter the courthouse, 
and ina little while, all available sitting 
room was completely filled, while hundreds 
ind to remain on the outside. <A picked 
guard of half a dozen men with Winchesters 
and big revolvers stood at the right of the 
judge’s bench facing the audience. Judge 
Chrisman, who has been the-central fig- 
ure of the occasion all the way ‘through. 
stood near the entrance to the courtroom 
and with easy grace and calm demeaner 
helped the sheriff to direct the crowd to the 
seats. At length, Judge Chrisman an- 
nounced that before the regular business 
of the court was proceeded with, Governor 
Stone, who hatl. come @uring the night, 
would deliver his. address. 

Governor Stone was introduced in a short 
eloquent address by Dr. A. A. Lomax, 
pastor of Brookhaven Baptist church. 

Governor S: one’s Talk. 

The governor said he had not prepared a 
set speech, but would make what he had 
to say in the main extempora- 
neous. He had come as the chief execn- 
tive officer of the commonwealth to render 
whatever assistance he could by his presence 
and counsel in vindicating and upholding 
the majesty of the law. This he was de 
termined to do at cost. He wanted the 
lawless element of Lincoln county to under- 
stand that he, the governor, and the whole 
law abiding element of Mississippi, stood 
at Judge Chrisman’s back and would render 
him all needed assistance in bringing the 
guilty to justice. He expressed the utmost 
confidence in Judge Chrisman’s integrity, 
judgment and mercy and. would give him 
all needed support in the discharge of his 
official duties. If the militia and the means 
of Mississippi were not sufficient to crush 
out whitecapism, he would not hesitate, 
when convinced of that fact, to call on the 
president of the United States for federal 
troops, which happily under the changed 
condition of affairs was no longer composed 
entirely of yankees unfriendly to the south. 

The governor said he realized that most 
of the men engaged in the recent lawless- 
ness were poor men and men of familien. 
He had often been moved with pity in 
such cases, and sometimes led to extend 
clemency, but the law and justice cannot be 
sacrificed to sentiment and the guilty al- 
lowed to go free. He advised the men who 
had been resisting the due execution of 
the law to come in without waiting to 
be arrested and give themselves up, 
otherwise they would be hunted down and 
brought to justice at last, and it would be } 
much harder on them. He addressed a 
portion of his remarks pointedly to citizens 
of other counties who were present in 
crowds, and in whose county whitecapism 
has prevailed, and told them that the law 
would be enforced wherever violated; that 
while no innocent would be punished, he 
was equally as determined that no guilty 
man should escape. 

The White Cap Cases Called. 

The governor spoke only about 
ten minutes, but with an 
earenstness and emphasis that made a pro- | 
found impression and his specch was fre-

Each one declared that he was 
aeting*in perfect sincerity and good faith 
amd begged for the mercy of the court. 

‘Jtdge Chrisman tien pronounced the 
sentence of two years on each in the peniten- 
tiary, but promised that if their friends 
would desist from other lawlessness and 
conducted themselves properly he would use 
his influence with the governor to have 
the sentence shortened after they had served 
one year, The full limit of*the law wonld 
have been ten years. All the convicted men 
have families except one and are _ poor. 
Their wives and children were in court and 
the sobs and scenes which followed were 
heartrending and moved many stern men to 
tears. | 

bd The Back Broken. 

This breaks the back of whitcapism in 
Lincoln county. Many members of the mob 
this-evening signified their intention of com- 
ing in next Friday and pleading guilty and 
throwing“themselves on the mercy of the 
court, All troops were withdrawn this 
‘evening and tonight things have assumed 
their normal condition.

Jackson, Miss., May 8.—(Special.)—The 
United States grand jury is now after the 
whité’ caps among whose crimes is that of 
driving settlers, in all cases negroes, off their 
homestead entries.

JERVEY COMES BACK. 


He Makes Futher Reply to the Governor of 
South Carolina. 

Charleston, S. C., May 8—(Special.)— 
Solicitor Jervey evidently does not pro- 
pose to be sat down upon by Governor Till- 
man. Today he sent the following reply 


to the governor’s last letter about the Den- 
mark lynching: 

Sir: our letter of the 6th instant is receiv- 
ed. Undonbtedly section 511. of “the general 
statutes does make it the.duty of thé solicitors 
to “give their counsel and advice to the gov- 
ernor and other state officers in matters of 
public concern whenever they shall by them 
be required 40 do-so,’’ and had yeur excellen- 
cy called upon me for counsel and advice it 
would have been freely given. But in your 
letter of the 4th instant you asked no advice, 
but peremptorily directed me to do an act 
forbidden by the constitution. , 

Now, however, if you really wish advice, I 


respectfully suggest that you cail upon the 
solicitor of the second citcuit to obtain the 
information necessary upon which to base 


prosecutions and to see that warrants are is- 
sued. When such suits or prosecutions have 
been so begun it will be within your wer 
to direct the attorney general or the solicitor 
of some other circuit to assist in such pros- 
ecutions and should it then appear that the 
solicitor of the second circuit is confronted 
by the possible embuarrassments to which he 
has alluded, (viz: that all his kinsmen were 
with the lynchers) he may be relieved by his 
assistant of all further active participation. 

I repeat what I have heretofore written, 
“whenever the solicitor of the second circnit 
shall have performed his functions under the 
law aud a prose¢ution has been begun in 
Barnwell county, should you think that the 
interests of the state would be subserved by 
my presence J shall promptly obey the direc- 
tion of your excellencr. 1 do not propose to 
be misrepresented in this matter. -I have not 
declined nor do I propose to decline any duty 
which may he imposed ‘unon me by_compnetent 
authority and in a lawful manner. TI decline to 
waive ny ~eonatraction of the law or to 
suffer myself to he-placed in a false position 
and I decline to notice your unwarranted crit- 
icisms and insinuations.”’

Crime. 


THE ELECTROCUTION AT SING SING. 


Crowds of People on the Hillsides 
Watching for the Signal. 


HOW HARRIS SPENT HIS LAST NIGHT. 


He Wrote a Statement to Be Given to the 
Pr:-ss by His Relatives—Details of 
the Electrocution. 


Sing Sing, N. Y., May 8.—Carlyle W. 
Harris was executed by electricity in the 
death house of the prison here at 12:40 
o’clock this afternoon. The execution was 
a perfect success. 

It was a peaceful, beautiful day—this day 
of Carlyle Harris’s expiation; this day the 
law had fixed for the execution of a penalty 
meant to punish and to prevent murder and 
to protect society from the murderer. And 
with this fearful ‘vengeance but a short 
breath away, he proclaimed his innocence 

- and the injustice of the law’s judgment. 

He died with a courage deserving a bet- 
ter purpose. Even when he had entered 
into the very shadow of death and counted 
his earthly career by his pulse beats, he 
remained aS unshaken as the grim, gray 
walls that shut him in from the life and 
liberty he had loved so well and longed 
for to the last. He sought no spiritual 
consolation during his last night on earth, 
but devoted his working hours to another 
holy purpose—writing a letter to the broken- 
hearted little mother, whose farewell kiss 
was still fresh on his lips. He slept less 
than usual last night, but when the first 
red light of dawn crept over the hilltop to 
the east and kissed into cold beauty the tow- 
ers and walls of his prison, then the con- 
demned man was slumbering in his iron 
cot as quietly and calmly as an infant in 
its mother’s arms. 

Guards moved about with quiet tread and 
voices were hushed in the presence of death. 
The air of suffocation, which one feels at 
a funeral, filled the place in spite of the 
clear spring day. 

At other electrocutions, there has been 
levity and indifference about the prison; 
but the dawn of Carlyle W. Harris's last 
day, was observed by a quiet, due to the ap- 
preciation that he was no ordinary culprit, 
but a man, whose crime, trial and death 
will be: historic. 

People on the Hillsides. 

Not since the first electrocution at Sing 
Sing, when four men—Slocum, Smiler, 
Jugiro and Wood—were put to death, with 
the experimental apparatus then in use, 
has there been such an imterest displayed 
here. Throngs of people gathered on the hill- 
sides overlooking the walls of the prison, 
and though they couldn’t hope to catch 
glimpse of Harris or see the inplement of 
death, they gazed with morbid curiosity at 
the building from which the doomed man 
would not emerge until soul and body were 
parted. 

Today the crowds began assembling 
early, and they were. larger and of a more 
intelligent class of people than is usually 
drawn to this spot. The'fact that Harris 
is really the first man with any pretensions 
to culture, refinement and intelligence, who 
has taken his lace in the electric chair was 
appreciated. ublic interest in the cases of 
the thirteen men 
at the touch of the mysterious agent em- 
ployed by this state, has been confined to 
the method of killing, as to whether it was 
quick and painless or slow and  torture- 
some. 

The electrocutions which have preceded 
the one of today were the doing to death of 
the brutes who had-killed fellow beings 
and about whose guilt there was no doubt 
and in whose cases there was little to arouse 
sympathy. Today, for the first time, was 
a man of a higher order of intelligence to 
undergo the ordeal. He was a man of edu- 
eation, accustomed to the refinements of 
good society. educated, a medical student 
even, and capable of underst#@ading to an 
unusual degree what was to happen to him. 

As to His Guilt or Innocence, 


In addition to all this was the question 
of the man’s guilt. He had been given a 
fair and impartial trial and twelve good 
men and true had declared him guilty. The 
higher courts had affirmed the judgment. 
Recorder Smyth, before whom he was tried, 
had passed upon arguments for a new trial 
based upon ‘alleged evidence, newly discov- 
ered, that Helen Potts was an habitual user 
of morphine, and the governor of the state 
had, through a referee, viewed the same 
testimony and decided against the convict- 
ed man. ‘The accused was deprived of none 
of his legal rights. He had the advantage 
of eminent counsel and from first to last 
there was but one conclusion from a legal 
standpoint—the man was guilty. 

On the other hand, he asserted his in- 
nocence, and has borne himself as an in- 
nocenct man would under the circumstances. 
His mother has proclaimed his innocence 
with such effect that public sentiment in her 
son’s behalf was aroused to such an extent 
that nearly forty thousand signatures pe- 
titioning the governor for clemency were 
obtained in a few days. ’ 

Harris’s Laat Night. 

Contrary to the usual custom here, the 
death warrant was n@t read by the warden 
last night. The doomed man had been tvld, 
however, when the end would come. He 
retired early last night and, though he 
showed no signs of breaking down, he was 
more nervous and excitable than usual. 
Principal Keeper Connaughton said this 
morning that Harris rested well. tie did 
not sleep much and what thoughts racked his 
brain no ove will ever know. His selfcontrol 
was marvelous. His only sign of agitatiou 
was the constant smoking of tigarettes. He 
was up early this morning. He looked over 
the manuscript which he had prepared to 
be given out to the press by his relatives 
after the final scenes in his dramatic life 
had ended and the curtain had been rung 


down. 

At 8 o’clock Harris ate a light breakfast. 
He was cool and collected and appeared to 
be capable of going through the ordeal which 
awaited him. At 8:20 o’vlock Warden 
Durston and Mrs. Durston arrived from 
the hotel where they had breakfasted. Mrs. 
Durston and her son went away from the 
prison a few minutes later and did not re- 
turn until all was over. 

The first witnesses to arrive were Dr. 
Daniels, of Buffalo, and Colonel EB. A. 
Rockwell, who reached the prison together 
at 9:20 o'clock. They were followed shortly 
by Dr. C. S. Grant, of Saratoga; Dr. D. 
i. Kidd, of Newburg; Dr, Pyne, of Yonk- 
ers, and Dr. D. P. Merritt, of Elmira. 

At half-past 9 o’clock a column of black 
smoke curled up from a tall chimney at 
the northern end of the prison enclosure. 
The engines which operated the dynamo 
had been started preparatory to the official 
/ test by State Electrician Davis. 

His Mother Watches for the Signal. 
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and less nervous than usual and awaited 
with fearful silence the sign which would 
inform her that her son Carlyle had passed. 
out from this world. The flag announcing 
the successful conclusion of the execution, 
which was raised from the roof of the 
warden’s house, could be seen from the 
windows of the room which Mrs. Harris 
occupied in the Ambler house and there she 
and her son Allan watched and waited with 
i i eyes and subdued grief for the fatal 

Mrs. Harris arose at 4 o'clock and the 
morning was a lengthy and sorrowful one. 
She seldom spoke to her son Allan, but con- 
fined her whole attention in gazing south- 
ward toward the prison flag pole and nerv- 
ing herself for the sad news that she knew 
was soon to come. She was apparently 
stronger and better able to bear her grief 
than she has been for days. Her €éon Al- 
lan remained with her and did what he 
could to comfort and console her. At 10 
o'clock there was 4 string of carriages in 
front of the prison and Conieat éf peo- 
ple were scattered along the hillside. 

e execution chamber is a small one 
story brick building attached to what is 
called ‘“‘the death house,” in which en 
murderers condemned to death are ated 
The combined structure is entirely separate 
from the other buildings in the prison yard. 
It is just back of the southwest corner ef 
the warden’s house. The cells are eight in 
number, four on each side of a passage- 
way, having an iron door at its southern 
end, opening into. the execution chamber. 
This death view is the one from which 
Rochele and Pallister recently escaped by 
overpowering the guards and_ breaking 
through the roof. Harris occupied cell No. 
3 facing. south. In the other cells are Matt 
Johnson, the murderer of Emil Kuckelhorn; 
Geoghan, Osborne and the Italian, Debanoia. 

The Death Chamber. 

The execution room is in a new brick 
building erected by Warden Grown on 
the site of the temporary frame structure, 
which was used for the first electrocutions. 
It was a floor of wainscoting and ceiling 
of yellow pine, and as it has been used only 
twice, it preserves its newness. The chair 
stands at the west end, facing the east, 
and back of it is the switch board, where 
the current is tested and the amount regu- 
lated. Still further back ig the closet in 
which is the man who receives the signal 
and turns on the current. The identity of 
this man is never revealed. The switch- 
board hasa dozen incandescent lamps upon 
it for adding resistance to the current, and 
an electrometer for measuring its strength. 
In the first electrocutions the full strength 
of the current was turned on and kept on 
until the steam arose from the electrodes 
and the odor of burning flesh permeated the 
room and sickened the spectators. Elec- 
trician Davis devised an apparatus which 
has obviated this and made the electrocu- 
thon of today an entirely different matter 
from the first bungling attempt to kill with 
electricity. There is no longer any neces- 
sity for repeating shocks, with signs of 
life between each, and the subject in the 
chair after the first contact is not made 
limp and then rigid in turn as the power- 
ful current is on and off. The device per- 
mits the whole force of the current to be 
diminished by the turn of a small lever 
until a slight current is passing and there 
is no steaming nor burning, and no relaxing 
of the muscles. Science has overcome the 
early defects which made an electrocution 
a horrible sight to witness, and rendered it 
the swiftest and most humane method of 
man ng known. The chair is the 
same used for the negro Hamilton and also 
for McGuire. It is of pine with a high back 
holding a strap, which reaches above the 
: 1m 

e arms of the 
pinion the arms of the subject, and other 
straps hold the feet to.the floor. The chair 
holds the victim in an easy position, but 
so firmly that he cannot move head, 
leg or arm. Harris was the tenth man to 
die by electricity here. 


Reading the Death Warrant. 


The death warrant was formally read to 
Harris at 8:30 o’clock. He displayed in- 
difference and its reading did not noticea- 
bly affect him. Warden Durston said Har- 
ris showed no signs of breaking down and 
appeared cheerful after the reading of the 
death warrant. : 

- The Rev. John 8. C. Weilts, the prison 

chaplain, went in to see Harris shortly after 
9 o clock this morning and remained for an 
hour. After he came out Dr. Iverson went 
in and found Harris showing some signs 
of nervousness, but otherwise all right. He 
said afterward, that he, 
for morphine or any other stimulant. His 
only request was for two oranges. They 
were served to him. He was then shaved 
and had his hair cut at 10:30 o’clock. He 
then put on a new suit of clothes, furnished 
by the state. 


Testing the Apparatus. 


The warden invited the witnesses to go 
down to the execution chamber at 12:15 
o’clock and at 12:17 the death flag was 
placed in position. 

At 11:40 o’clock the board on which were 
twenty-four incandescent lights was placed 
across the arm of the death chair and the 
current was turned on full head, showing a 
voltage of 1,700 volts. The current was 
cut off for a time’ and again thrown on, 
The electrician safd everything was satis- 
factory, and the party retired at 11:56 
o'clock. 

The witnesses were all assembled in the 
warden’s ottice at 11 o'clock. ‘There were 
twenty-seven of them. Seven were phy- 
siciang and ten were newspaper men. ‘The 
others were state officials and friends of 
the warden. 

It was 12:16 o'clock when Warden Vur- 
ston announced that everything was in rea- 
diness, and invited the witnesses down 
stairs. ‘They were taken to one of the 
oftices and ‘counted. There was a delay 
there of fifteen minutes. Then tte party 
filed solemnly down the stairs, through the 
kitchen, under the warden’s house, and out 
by a temporary passageway built of pine 
boards to seregn the witnesses from the 
outside public. ‘Chis passageway led to the 
outer door of the execution chamber. 

The Witnesses. 

The witnesses entered and seated them- 
selves on wooden stools, arranged in a half 
circle at the west end of the room and 
facing the chair. Warden Durston, . ac 
companied by Dr. Irvine, Keeper Con- 
naughton and four guards, preceded the 
witnesses. 

Electrician Davis was already at the 
switchboard, ‘Ihe spigal wires suspended 
from a bent iron rod, dangled threateningly. 
above the chait, and another spiral wire 
coiled at the foot of the chair gave an ink- 
ling of the nature of the apparatus. Rub- 
ber bags, filled with water and suspended 
overhe: d With tubes reaching to sponges ia 
the electro added to the formidable ap- 
pearance of the outfit, It was 12:30 o’clock 
when the witnesses 
While they seated t 
Davis attached the wires to the battery of 
lsmps ard turned on 1,760 volts. He tested 
the apparatus at 12: o'clock an- 
nounced that all was ready. 

The Condemned Man Appears. 

Connaughton and two guards then went 
for Harris. He was waiting the fina] sum- 
mons in jis cell. With him was Chaplain

Warden Durston stepped over to the chair 
and said, “What do you wish to say?” 
Harris, then in a weak voice, as though 
each word cost him a powerful effort, said: 
“T have no further reservation to make. 
I desire to say that I am absolutely inno- 
oe.” 
Tees were his last words. After utter- 
ing them, he seemed relieved and settled 
back in the chair to which his legs and 
\ arms had already been strapped by’ the two 
guards. State Det ave + ackson attaah- 
ed the electrode to Harris’s right leg, which 
wag bare to the knee, a elit in the trousers 
having been made in advance. Eaton 
placed the helmet containing the other elec- 
trode on the head. Eleetrician Davis at- 
tached the wires to the two electrodes. All 
of this work was done quicker than the 
telling of it, then the guards stepped back. 
Davis, who had gone to the switchboard, 
said: “All ready.” ; 
The Current of Death. 


There was an instant of pause, while 
every man in the room held his breath. 
Then Dr. Daniels raised his hand. A 
sharp click from the lever and the form in 
the chair straightened up till the straps 
creaked. It was just f2:40 1-2 o'clock by. 
the stop watch held by Dr. Merrit. & cur- 
rent of 1,760 velts passed through the body 
of Carlyle Harris. In two seconds Davis 
threw the switch back so that only 150 volts 
were on. Dr. Daniels still held his hand 
aloft and one finger pointed above as though 
to indicate that the soul of the man in the 
chair had passed upward. Then his arm 
fell and in just 553-4 seconds the current 
was shut off.. fs aie 

Drs. Irvine and Habershaw immediately 
stepped forward and examined the body, 
which had settled back limp in the chair. 
Dr. Irvine opened the coat and vest and 
tore away the shirt over the heart. He 
applied the stethiscope, and, after listening 
for the heart beats, turned and shook his 
head. This was two minutes after the 
first contact and Dr. Daniels then invited" 
the other physicians te step forward and 
examine the body... * . 

Death at the First Touch. 

Life was extinct and it was plain to all 
who were present that death had come at 
the first touch of the current. The only 
sign of animation after the current was 
turned on was a slow movement of the lit- 
tle finger of the right hand and that was 
evidently due to muscular coutraction caus- 
ed by the current and not by the volition of 
the subject in the chair. When all had 
examined the body, Dr. Daniels turned to 
the witnesses and said: “Thatisall.”’ All 
the physicians present expressed themselves 
as satisfied that death had been instanta- 
neous. Ags the witnesses passed out of the 
building, one of the newspaper men fainted 
and was carried out by friends. He re- 
covered in a few minutes. 

Mrs. Harris viewed the raising of the 
black flag from the window of her room in 
a boarding house. When the ominious sig- 
nal floated in the soft breeze, she turned 
quietly away, resigned and calm as she had 
been for a few days past. She said she 
would see the newspaper men this after- 
moon and give them her statement. 

At 12:34 o'clock p- m., Allan Harris ar- 
rived at the prison and Principal Keeper 
Connaughton escorted him to the room in 
which the body of his brother lay. He 
notified Warden Durston that an under- 
taker would cal] at the prison to remove 
the body of his brother. 

’ The Autopsy. 

At 1 o’clock the autopsy was commenced, 
Harris’s body being laid on a table which 
had been brought into the death chamber 
after bis: electrocution, Dr. Daniels had 
charge; Drs. Sheehap and Pyne working al 
the head and Dr, Merritt at the chest; Dr, 
Irvine, the prison pbysician, assisting, 

Their report was that the body was fairly 
vell nourished; weight ove hundred and 
thirty-two pounds; slight mark of burning 
on inside calf of right leg; slight adhesion 
of right Jung, due to pleurisy; Jeft lung co® 
lapsed. The examination of the heart 
showed a slight amount of pericardial fluid, 
but it was normal. The blood was iluid; 
the liver was normal; cell bladder fuil; blad- 
der two-thirds full; nervots retention of 
urine evident; the right kidney was but one- 
third the normal size: capule strongly ad- 
hered; left kidney normal. The examina- 
tion of the brain showed excessive arachnoid 
fluid; no adhesions; arachnoid vessels con- 

—. The stomach was nearly full of 
uid. 

An examination of the lungs showed no 
discernible effects from the excessive use of 
cigarettes, ‘There was no congested condi- 
tion of the passage. His nervousness, how- 
eyer. was due to cigarettes, which caused 
the coating of his _to1 Tue and a dry mouth. 

The breakfast of oranges, oatmeal and 
coffee, which Harris ate this morning, was 
undigested. Harris’s skull cap, which had 
been sawed off by Drs. Sheehan and Pyne, 
was used to dip the fluid from the thorax to 
a pail on the door, The doctors said after 
the autopsy that the autopsy had shown 
Harris to be in a healthy condition, 

At 3 o'clock undertaker Kipp, who earries 
on his business in the village of Sing Sing, 
drove up to the prison. procured the 

rison physician’s certificate of the cause of 
arris’s death and then drove in the prison 
rounds through the te gate. In 
is wagon was a highly polished aok casket, 
which was carried into the death chamber 
where the body of Harris, dressed in a 
dark suit. of a prison-made goods, reposed 
on a table. The body was placed in the 
casket. The undertaker refused to disclose 
the plans for the disposition of the bodv. 

The silver plate upon the cover of the 
casket contained this inscription:

Warden Durston was asked for Carlyle 
Harris’s statement which it was under- 
stood had been prepared for the press. 
Durston had promised to turn this statement 
over to Mrs. Harris, but this aternoon 
said that he thought it best to submit it to 
the superintendent of prisons first and he 
had mailed it to that official this evening. 


Good News for Fitzhum.

“LIZZIE BORDEN, STAND UP,” 


Was the Command of the Court 
When She Appeared in Court. 

New Bedford, Mass., May 8.—Lizzie An- 
drew Borden, who bas been an inmate of

the ‘l'aunton jail ever since August last under 


indictment for the murder, on August 4th, 
in all River, of her father, Andrew Jackson 
Borden, and her stepmother, Abbie Durfee 
Borden, was arraigned this afternoon in 
the superior/ court now in session in this 
city. The authorities sought to keep the 
arraignment quiet and preserve the utmost 
secrecy. News of the coming of Miss 
Borden had, however, reached the city and 
caused a commotion. 

On her arrival at the courthouse, she 
was couducted to the district attorney’s 
room and remained there until 5:15 o'clock, 
the court being occupied. Miss Borden was 
then escorted up stairs to the court. The 
district attorney moved that Miss Borden 
oA sige i and the clerk of the court 
said: 

‘Lizzie Andrew Borden, stand up.” And 
she did so, looking steadily at him while 
he read slowly and lolemnly three indict- 
ments of two counts each. Two of them 
charged her with the murder of Andrew 
J. Borden and. Abbie Durfee Borden 
separately, and the other-charged her with 
the murder of both. At the end of each 
indictment the clerk asked: ‘Lizzie Andrew 
Borden, what say you to this indictment, 
are you guilty or not guilty?’ and to each 
she replied clearly, calmly and steadily, ‘‘I 
am not guilty.” . 

Judge Hammond said there appeared to 
be no necessity for ehe assignment of coun- 
sel and told Mr. Jeaings he could enter the 
appearance of himself and Messrs. 
reorge Robinson and M , 
Adams. The court was then adjourned, 
and after waiting a moment or two for the 
spectators to disappear, Sheriff Wright, his 
wife and Miss Borden left the room, and in 
company with Mr. Jennings, proceeded to 
the-room of District Attorney Knowlton, 
where they. stopped till it was time to go 
to the train. r. Jennings accompanied 
the sheriff, his wife and Miss Borden to 
the station, where the three took the 5:50 
o'clock train for Taunton, wher@ Miss Bor- 
den will be again imprisoned until her 
‘trial.

of Georgia,

will not allow himself to be “side-tracked ,” 

It was announced several weeks ago, and 
the information was supposed to come from 
headquarters, that Mr. Watson had his 
eye on the seat now occupied by Governor 
Northen and was going to make it warm for 
the fellow who dared to dispute his quali- 
fications for wearing the guberDatorjal toga. 

This supposed intention on the part of 
Mr. Watson has been the rounds and has 
acquired no little strength among those who 
are prone to cousider his claims in the light 
of hig own ambition, 

But Mr. Watson will not be in the race 
for governor, ‘This much is certain, and 
the warrant for this statement 1s a letter 
from Mr. Watson himself. He goes for the 
democrats with fire on the end of his stick 
and says that the announcewent is absolute- 
ly without foundation. He bas a diifereny 
iron in the fire and is baiting his hook for 
the house of representatives, . 

Ever since the result of the election Jast 
November, which brought Mr. Watson into

And Will Decide on a Letter from Pres- 
ident Hurt, 


THAT WASHINGTON STREET CAR LINE. 


President Hurt Sends Out Some Letters, 


and They Cause a Call fora Meeting 
of People on Washington Street. 


The Washington street residents and 
property owners will have a meeting to- 
night. 

And the indications are that the’meeting 
will be one of the most interesting that has 
been held by the residents of that street 
in 2 long time. 

The meeting will be held in the oftice of 
the Capital City bank at 7:30 o'clock, and 
will be for the purpose of protesting against 
some papers Mr. Joel Hurt, president of 
the Atlanta Consolidated railroad, has sent 


out. 

But here is the call for the meeting: 

To the Members of the Washington Street 
Resident and Property Owning Association: 
You are called to meet in the office of the Cap- 
ital City Bank this (Tuesday) evening at 7:0 
to consider the letter of President Hurt, of the 
Consolidated, aud to take action thereon. 

JACOB HAAS, Chairman. 

Some months ago Mr. Mountain, one of 
the original builders of the Traction lines, 
asked for permission tg construct a line 
along Loyd street. This line, if built, would 
parellel more than one of the lines now 
operated by the Consolidated Company, 
amoung the number being the Washington 
street line, which is now pulled by mules 
and against which the residents of that 
street have been kicking. 

President Hurt has asked for permission 
to electrically equip the line and the general 
council has granted the request, but Pres- 
ident Hurt did not begin the work quick 
enough to please the people. However, he 
is now ready to go to work, but when all 
his arrangements have been completed, he 
ascertains that the grant has been given to 
Mr. Mountain and his associates for Loyd 
street. Mr. Hurt, after a careful survey 
of the situation, came to the conclusion 
that he could not equip Washington street 
electrically if the Loyd street line was built, 
and sent out a letter to the residents along 
the street. In that letter among other 
things. Mr. Hurt says: 

The officers of this company have been en- 
deavoring for six months past to raise funds 
sutficient to equip all of the Metropolitan 
division with electricity, during which time 
much effort has been expended in that direc- 
tion, and several trips have been made. We 
have finally succeeded in interesting quite a 
number of Atlanta citizens in the railway 
coins, and have induced them to buy much 
of the company’s stock. and to furnish the 
necessary fuuds to electrically equip the Met- 
ropolitan division. There are many matters iu 
connection with the undertaking requiring very 
judicious management and close fimanciering, 
and any embarrassing circumstances thrown 
in the way will necessarily tend to defeat 
the accomplishment of the end in yiew. 

The matter to which I desire to direct your 
attention is an application now pending be- 
fore the city government, made by Mountain 
and others, for permit to build an electric line 
on Loyd to Glenn street. 

We claim that while we have not opposed 
the granting of franchise to parties who have 
applied heretofore to build lines in various 
parts of the city, yet in this case the interest 
of our company, as well as the interest of the 
citizens along and contiguous to Pryor, Pul- 
liam and Washington streets, will be jeopard- 
ized by the granting of this franchise, and 
that there is scarcely any demand for a street 
railway on Loyd street at this time, there only 
being south of Fair street a half dozen houses 
on the street. The lines on Pryor, Pulliam 
and Washington streets have been operated 
for ten or twelve years with scarcely any 
profit to the owners, during which time ac- 
commodatieas have been furnished to the cit- 
izens on these streets. and now when the pop- 
ulation is about sufficient to support these 
lines these lines themselves are worn out, 
the system must be changed, and the present 
owners find it necessary to rebuild the iines 
and to equip them with new cars and machin- 
ery. To justify this change the company 
needs all of the support it can receive, and es- 
pecially should it not be subjected to useless 
and hurtful competition on Loyd street, which 
is less than 300 feet distant from either Pul- 
liam or Pryor street. Should the city grant 
this‘ franchise, whether the line is built or 
not,. damage will be done to the present own- 
ers of a majority of the stock of the Atlanta 
Consolidated Street Railroad Company, who 
are citizens of Atlanta, and taxpayers. It 
is understood and acknowledged by the par- 
ties applying for the rights, that 
to build the Loyd street line is one of specula- 
tion, claimed to be backed up by parties who 
do not live in the city. Those interested here 
will probably hope to make some profit out 
of the scheme, but should they fail, no loss 
will be sustained by them so far as I can see. 
However, in presenting the scheme to capital- 
ists they must come in. contact with parties 
to whom the bonds of the Atlanta Consolida- 
ted Street Railway Company are being of- 
fered, and these parties must see that there 
will be more lines in the territory than the 

opulation can possibly support. If the road 
s built it cannot possibly pay expenses, and 
will result in ap unsatisfactory service on 
Loyd street, and an impaired service on Pryor 
and Pulliam streets. 

These letters have fallen into the hands 
of most of the residents and property own- 
ers on that street, and with each letter is 
a petition in accordance with the letter. 
The letters and the enclosed petitions are 
the cause of the call for the meeting to-

ibit A, connot be carried iato effect, to de 
clare the same inoperative by notice to the 
receiver, the president of the Central Railroad 
and Banking Company of Georgia, and the 
Trust Company; and thereupon it shall be the 
duty of the st Company to ve pubiic 
notice of its readiness to return all deposited 
securities In exchange for deposit certificates; 
and to make such return without cost to the 
depositor or certificate holder. It shall, under 
like conditions and in like manner, be the 
duty of the committee to give notice of the 
fact should it determine to proceed with a 
reorganization which shall exclude any class 
of the securities mentioned in exhibit A, and 
thereupon it shall be the duty of the Trust 
Company to give like notice and in like man- 
ner to return all securitiés so ex«luded.”’ 

The efforts to embarrass the reorganization 
work are persistent in some quarters, but 
most of the stories told to arouse enmity to 
it are easily put down as in the above in- 
stance.

THROWN INTO A . PRISON CELL 


He Was Left There Unconscious—-The 
Actions ofthe Policeman Being 
Very Severely Criticised.

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Democrats and the Income Tax. 

The income tax is a democratic idea, 
from first to last, so far as its history in 
this country is concerned. 

In the early days of the republic 
Thomas Jefferson wrote a letter in 
which he suggested and advocated a 
graded income tax. He believed that 
the tax should be imposed upon large 
incomes, and that the rate should be 
increased in proportion to the size of the 
incomes. | 

We print in another column a chapter 
of history from the Washington corre- 
spondent of The New York Tribune, 
showing that in congress a democratic 
majority has always favored this fair 
and just tax. A majority of the dem- 
ocratic members in the house voted for 
such a tax in 1877. The following year 
there was a large democratic majority 
in favor of a resolution instructing the 
Ways and means committee to report 
an income tax bill. Such democrats as 
Messrs. Carlisle, Herbert, Blackburn, 
Bland, Culberson, Mills and others 
voted for it. During the same year the 
income tax came up again and only ten 
democrats voted against it. There was 
another democratic majority for it in 
1886, and in 1889 Mr. Reagan, of Texas, 
introduced a ‘bill imposing a tax of 5 
per cent upon all incomes from $1,000 
to $5,000 a year; 71-2 per cent on in- 
comes from $5,000 to $10,000, and 10 
per cent on all incomes in excess of 
$10,000. Whenever the proposition has 
been brought before congress it has 
never failed to command a majority of 
democratic votes. 

The average democrat, north or south, 
who Bem sympathy -with the ideas of 
Jefferson ‘naturally favors a graded in- 
come tax. A genuine democrat, opposed 
to class legi$lation and monopoly. be- 
lieving in special favors to none, and 
equal justice to all, sees no fairness in 
a system under which a citizen with a 
$5,000 farm has to pay heavier tixes 
than a rich bondholder with an income 
of $10,000 a year. 

It is right that the men with big in- 
comes, who enjoy a greater share of 
benefits under the government than 
their poorer neighbors, should be taxed 
fn proportion to their wealth, no mat- 
ter whether it materializes in the shape 
of an income or in the shape of houses 
and lands. 

The majority of all good democrats, 
from Jefferson down, have always had 
this view. Now, more than ever, we 
need this tax. We need it to make up 
the revente that will be lost when we 
cut down the tariff to a revenue basis; 
we need it to lighten the unjust bur- 
dens of the masses, and we need it be- 
cause it is just and equitable. 


Fh IES TR 
Mr. Cleveland Speaks. 

The fact that Mr. Cleveland has been 
compelled to make public a document 
that is in the nature of a proclamation, 
warning office seekers that their impor- 
tunities will no longer be tolerated. 
shows a state of affairs that has had 
no parallel, so fur as we know, in our 
political annals. 

A little while ago, when the editor of 
The Constitution outlined the. situation 
in an article contributed to The New 
York Herald, our esteemed contempo- 
rary, The New York Sun, devoted a 
half column of criticism to the state 
ment that the president is harassed by 
office seekers. The Sun will learn from 
the official declaration of Mr. Cleveland 
that the statement made in The Herald 
article fell somewhat short of the facts. 

That the pressure on Mr. Cleveland 
has been extraordinary is beyond ques- 
tion. No other president, so far as we 
know, has been compelled to issue for- 
mal notice to the osfice-seeking class 
that he will no longer lend an ear w 
their importunities. He requests cun- 
gressmen to stand between him and 
their hungry horde of constituents, and 
advises office seekers not only to keep 
ont of the white house, but to leave 
Washington. 

We think The Sun will agree with us 
that when the pressure of office seekers 
compels the president to issue such a 
proclamation as this the situation must 
be pretty bad. 

All the trouble seems to come from 
the northeastern democrats and the 
mugwumps, who believe that they are 
personally responsible for Mr. Cleve- 
land's election. These elements have 
swarmed in the federal capital, and 
their importunities have been increasing 
during the sixty odd. days since Mr. 
Cleveland’s inauguratjon.

disturbing the peace of the executive. 


The Case of Boss Buck. 
If Mr. Cleveland is correctly reported 
in our Washington dispatches, it is clear 


tenor of the Buck recommendations 
signed by certain Georgia dem ts, in- 
cluding Senators Colquitt and Gordon. 

These recommendations were ad- 
dressed to a republican president, and 
their purport was that, if a republican 
president desired to lay his hands on a 
warm and vigorous republican, Boss 
Buck was the man. , 

Down here in Georgia we thought 
then and we think now that when a re- 
publican president is hunting around for 
active and vigorous republicans to put 
in office he would make no seridus mis- 
take in lighting on Buck. On the other 
hand, we thought, and we still think, 
that a republican partisan as offensive 
as Buck should be flipped out of office 
as soon as a democratic president can 
get to a bottle of ink after taking the 
oath of office. In Georgia we think 
that Buck is the very man to hold office 
under a republican administration, but 
that he is the very last man in the 
world who ought to be permitted to 
hold over under a democratic president. 

It is to be noted that none of those 
who recommended Buck, on his record 
as a devoted republican, as a_ fitting 
man to be appointed to office by a re- 
publican president, have petitioned Mr. 
Cleveland to permit him to hold over 
and occupy the office that ought to be 
given to a democrat. 

The probability is that Mr. Cleveland 
did not make the remark that rumor 
attributes to him. It is impossible that 
he could find in the recommendations 
made to a republican president in be- 
half of Buck an excuse for keeping that 
renowned and vigorous partisan in an 
office that he has employed as a point 
of vantage to attack the democratic 
party in Georgia. There must be some 
other reason for Buck’s retention—or 
he may owe his retention to the simple 
fact that the president, in the midst of 
other duties, has not found an opportu- 
nity to flip him. / 

Whatever the reason fs, this much is 
certain: the democratic sentiment of 
Georgia is in favor of his immediate re- 
moval. This fact ought to, and doubt- 
less will, have great weight with Mr. 
Cleveland. It ought to spur those who 
represent Georgia in Washington to 
urge on the president the prompt de- 
capitation of this apostle of vindictive 
republicanism. 


The Rise in Pork. 
The present high price of pork, 
equaled only twice in the past twenty 
years, is a serious matter. 

Since the war each great advance in 
pork has come, as The New York Sun 
remarks, one or two years after short 
corn crops. During the past eight 
years our population has increased 11,- 
000,000, but there has been no increase 
in the number of people engaged in 
raising hogs. In that time the corn 
area has expanded in Kansas and Ne- 
braska, but it has steadily declined in 
the other great corn producing states. 
The Sun says: 

Present high prices for swine result logi- 
cally from the cessation of the Increase of 
the corn area that occurred about the middle 
of the last decade and are likely to continue 
with fluctuations "dependent for their range 
and duration upon an acreage yield of corn 
upon an area constantly diminishing, relative- 
ly to population, even should such yields 
he always at the maximum; and such prices 
are not likely to be any lower by reason of 
the fact that the swine supply of the United 
Kingdom has declined more than 25 per cent 
within the past year. 

Cheap pork depends upon an increase of 
the number of pig growers proportionate to 
the increase of population, and the increase 
of pig growers depends upon an increase of the 
number of acres of corn, which seems to be 
impracticable, or, at least, wholly improba- 
ble, and has nof obtained during recent years. 
It is true that since 1885 additions have been 
made to the number of farms, but almost 
wholly in that northwestern region where 
Wheat is the one commercial staple and where 
swine production hardly suffices for home 
needs. We muy, and probably shall, continue 
to add to the number of farms in the north- 
west, but in so doing shall add only to the 
wheat growers, and, in the towns and vil- 
lages of that region, to the pig eaters, just 
as in the last eight years there has been no 
appreciable addition to the number of pig 
growers, although there have, in this period 
been no less than 11,000,000 added to the pig 
eaters; and the result, the inevitable result, 
is seen in depleted stocks, ascending prices 
decreasing exports, and some addition to an 
adverse balance of trade.

Ihe facts stated here should convince 
every southern farmer that it is to his 
interest to produce his home sujiply of 
corn and pork, and there is no good rea- 
son why he should not go beyond this 
and produce commercial pork. We are 
pig eaters, as our New York contempo- 

ary .expresses it, and the absolutely 
certain increase of pig eaters at the 
rate of, say fifteen or twenty millions 
every ten years should put us upon no- 
tice that pork for some time to come 
will be a very expensive article of diet. 

Brer Hog is looming up a8 a very 
important factor in our every day exis- 
tence, and we cannot afford to neglect 


him. It is easy enough to raise h in 
this region, and it will pay. 


The Cotton Problem. 

A writer in The Richmond Progress- 
ive South believes that British syndi- 
cates fix the price of our cotton because 
England manufactures it very largely, 
and a good deal of the cotton manufac- 
turing in the United States is done on 
British capital. 

This writer thinks that the south can 
control the whole business, and make a 
ten-million-bale crop bless the whole 
world and profit the planter. His sug- 
gestion is that southern cotton mills 
should double their capacity and every 
encouragement should be extended to 
new mills. The thing for us to do is to 
manufacture all the cotton we possibly. 
can in the south. It is a profitable in- 
dustry, and eannot be overdone for 
many. years to come. ;

the lynchings in their own region they 
say that such lawlessness is condemned 
by northern public opinion, whereas it 
is passively tolerated in the south. 

This is as far from the truth as any- 
thing could be. The lynchers of the ne- 
gro at Port Jervis, N. Y., last year were 
not punished, and no active steps have 
been taken to punish them. How is 
that for passive toleration, and what 
sort of public opinion does it indicate? 

This evil is not sectional; it is thor- 
oughly American. ‘The other day a 
guilty negro was lynched near Kings- 
tree, S. C.; a white man shared the 
same fate near Duluth, Minn., and 
lynchings were threatened at Knoxville, 
Tenn., and at ,Seymour, Ind. So it 
will be seen that there is nothing sec- 
tional nor racial about this peculiar 
form of lawlessness. 

We believe that the south, will keep 
pace with the other sections in suppress- 
ing lynch law and will not lag behind. 
Our law and order loving people are 
overwhelmingly in the majority, and 
their educated intelligence makes them 
fully aware of the fact that when mob 
violence is tolerated it is equivalent to 
serving notice upon the ignorant and 
dangerous classes that our civilization is 
a failure; that we cannot look to the 
courts for justice; that every man may 
judge and avenge his own wrongs, and 
that in the hands of men entirely despe- 
rate the shotgun is mightier than the 
law. 

Our good people, home owners, tax- 
payers, industrious citizens and their 
governors, judges and sheriffs all take 
this view of the situation, and their 
complete triumph over a small turbu- 
lent and reckless element is already in 
sight. We are going to uphold the law 
at any cost, but a great reform cannot 
be accomplished all at once. Rome was 
not built in a day. 


Republican “Reinforcement.’”’ 

While Mr. Chauncey Depew and Mr. 
Ingalls are engaged in criticising Mr.

Since the affair occurred on Sat- 
nrday it hag been all the tatk among the 
negroes, Which was only natural, as Holmes 
i; one of the big bugs in colored misiste- 
rial circles, not only in Atlanta but in the 
gsinte. 

Holmes’s church is a very large one, 
and Was pretty deeply stirred over the ar- 
rest of its pastor on such a serious charge. 
The church on Sunday expressed unim- 
pairal confidence in his spirituality and 
ministerial integrity, and proposed to stand 
by him to the last. He attended to his 
ministerial duties on the Sabbath as if neth- 
ing had happened. He officiated at a whole- 
sale baptizing Sunday morning, and did the 
work with as much spirit and unction as 
characterized his early work. | 

Yesterday afternoon perhaps four hun- 
dred negroes were present in the courtroom 
to see the end of the trial. The pillars of 
Hlolmes's church were there, and the shout- 
sisters. They waited patiently for an 
hour while Judge Calhoun was getting rid 
.of the drunks, and when finally Holmes 

was called out, there was a little suppress- 
aj murmur, and then very awful silence.

THE INCOME TAX. 


Democrats Have Always Favored It. 
Washington Correspondence N. Y. Tribune. 

The proposition to restore the ‘“‘war tax” 
on incomes has found strong democratic sup- 
port in congress ever since that party first re- 
gained control of the house of representatives 
after the rebellion; in fact, it has never fail- 
ed to command a democratic majority when- 
ever it has been brought forward. In the 
forty-fifth congress Carter Harrison, of Ili- 
nois, offered an amendment in the house on 


June 14, 1877, to an internal revenue bill then 


pending, providing for an income tax. Despite 
the earnest appeal of Mr. Tucker, of Virginia, 
who bad charge of the bill, to democrats to 
vote the amendment down in order to Save 
the other provisions of the measure, sixty-six 
democrats voted for it and only fifty-seven 
against it. The only vote that Mr. Carlisle ever 
cast against an income tax during his long 
service in congress was on that occasion, and 
the same remark is true of Mr. Herbert, an- 
other member of President Cleveland's cab- 
inet. Messrs. Blackburn and Culberson, who 
are members of the incoming congress, voted 
with Colonel Morrison for the amendment, 
and Messrs, Covert, Hunton, Lockwood and 
Springer, who are also members of the fifty- 
third congress, were recorded in the negative. 
It is pertinent to remark here that Mr. Sprin- 
ger has voted against an income tax as often 
as it has been brought to a vote when he was 
present since he entered congress. 

In the second session of the forty-fifth con- 
gress, Representative McMahon, of Ohio, on 
February 4, 1878, moved to suspend the rules 
and pass a resolution instructing the ways and 
means committee to bring in a bill for an in- 
come tax. This motion was rejected by a vote 
of 165 yeas to 89 nays—lacking only four votes 
of the necessary two-thirds. No less than 113 
democrats voted for the motion, and only 
twenty-one against it. Among the democrats 
who were recorded in tbe affirmative were 
Messrs Oarlislie and Herbert, now members of 
the cabinet, and Messrs. Blackburn, Bland, 
Culberson, Hooker, Hunton, Mills and Money, 
all of whom will sit in the fifty-third congress. 
Messrs. Covert, Lockwood and Springer, who 
are also members of that congress voted in the 
negative. 

A greater preponderance of democrats in fa- 
vor of the income tax was found in the forty- 
sixth congress On May 12, 1878, Mr. Dibrel, 
of Tennessee, moved to suspend the rules and 
“restore the income tax.’’ This motion was 
defeated by a vote of 111 yeas to 04 nays— 
two-thirds being required—but ninety-seven 
democrats and nine greenbackers voted for it 
and only ten democrats against it. Among the 
democrats who yoted in the affirmative were 
the following who are members of the incom- 
ing congress: Messrs. Blackburn, Culberson, 
Hatch, -Hooker, McMilliz, Mills and Money. 
Mr. Covert, who is also a member of the 
fifty-thrid congress, voted in the negative. 
Among the greenback representatives who 
voted for the motion was Aalai E. Steven- 
son. 

Karly in June, 1886, when the oleomargarine 
bill was about to be brought to a final vote 
in the house of representatives of the forty- 
ninth congress, Mr. Mills, of Texas, moved to 
recommit it to the committee on agriculture 
with instructions to substitute an income tax 
bill. The motion was lost by a vote of eigh- 
ty-three yeas to 188 nays, seventy-nine dem- 
ocrats voting in the affirmative and sixty- 
four in the negative. Among the affirmative 
democratic votes on this occasion some were 
probably cast by men whose chief enxiety was 
to defeat the pending measure, and some neg- 
ative votes by democrats who might have sup- 
ported an income tax bill as an original prop- 
osition. The democrats who voted in the af- 
firmative, and who are members of the tif. 
ty-third congress were Blanchard, Bland, 
Breckinridge of Arkansas, Breckinridge of 
Kentucky, Crain, Crisp, Culberson, McMillin, 
Mills, Oates, Outhwaite, Sayers, Stone of Ken. 
tucky, H. G. Turner, Wheeler, and Wilsun of 
West Virginia. The democrats who voted in 
the negative and who are also members of the 
fifty-third congress were Bynum, Dockery,

1. As it ig the duty of the directors of a 
porporation to be informed of its condition 
with reference to solvency or insolvency, 
they are to be treated as having that know!l- 
eige when a mortgage upon its assets is 
executed with their asseng or by their au- 
phority. 

2». On principles of general Jaw, the di- 
rectors of an jnsolvent corporation cannot, 
to the prejudice of any of its creditors, in- 
demnify by mortgage upon its assets one or 
more of their own body against loss by rea- 
son of his or their suretyship for the cor- 
poration upon Habilities already incurred, 
such indemnity not being made in the ex- 
ecution or performance of any agreement or 
understaking entered into at or prior to the 
time when the liabilities were incurred. 
Nor can they, in a like case, indemnify a 
co-surety of one or pore of the directors, 
jnasmuch as the jndefhnity of one surety in- 
ures by operation of law to the benefit of 
the others. 

3. In the present case, the mortgages un- 
der consideration are not only tainted with 
self-interest on the part of some of the di- 
rectors, but no authority to execute them 
was con upon the president and sec- 
retary by any co te act of the board of 
directors done and recorded as the statute 
under which the corporation was created ex- 
pressly prescribes. If one of these infirm- 
ities alone would not render the mortgages 
pose certainly the two together have that 
effect. 

+. The mortgages being void as between 
the immediate parties thereto, no trust was 
raised by them in behalf of the creditors 
of the corporation te whom the sureties 
sought to be indemnified were bound. Nor 
ean the creditors take anything by subro- 
gation, there being no right acquired by 
the sureties to be subrogated to. 

o. There is no presumption of law that 
bonds held by a creditor as collateral se- 
curity are worth their face value. In mar- 
shaling the assets of any insolvent debtor 
such bonds should be estimated at their true 
value only, and the creditor should be al- 

lowed to prorate with unsecured creditors 
upon the balance of his claim. 

6. In the light-of all the circumstances, 
there-was suflicient-evidence t0-wareant the 
report of the master that the corporation 
Was insolvent when the mortgages were exe- 
cuted. Whether that insolvency was actu- 
elily known or not to the mortgagees is im- 
material. 

7. Where, in the administration of the as- 
sets of an insolvent corporation, intervening 
creditors claim as mortgagees, or as subroga- 
ted to the alleged rights of mortgagees and 
it appears in evidence that they are cred- 
itors, but unsecured by the alleged mort- 
gages, the master, on such a reference ag that 
made in the recent case, should réport the 
amounts due them, respectively, so as to 
enable them to have rendered by the ¢ourt 
in their favor the requisite judgments or 
cecree to admit them to participate in the 
fund, if any, which may be for distribu- 
tion amongst creditors of their class. This 
should be done whether there be in their 
pleadings any express prayer for recognition 
28 unsecured creditors or not. If one or 
more of them have judgments previously ob- 
tained in a court of this state and the judg- 
ments are in evidence, the amounts and 
dates of same should be reported as proved.

repair the same. The furnishing of machin- 
ery for a Steam sawmill, to improve or en- 
large the mill or to keep it efficient, entitles 

the machinist to a lien under section 1979 

of the code, provided he claims a lien and 

records the same within three months after 
the machinery is furnished. Compliance 
with this condition is indispensable. Code, 
section 1980.

wish to move south, A cheap haudbook 
published by the authority of the state for 
distribution among such inquirers would 
do more to diffuse a proper knowledge of the 
resources. of the State among the people of 
distant states and bring more immigrants 
‘into it than all the agents that have ever 
been or will be appointed by the state. Is 
it not strange that the legislature composed 
entirely of Jand owmers should persistently 
refuse to make any appropriation for the 
publication of such information? In dis- 
cussing this question with an old friend of 
mine t stggested that it was possible, by a 
proper policy, to increase the value of much 
land in our state to $50 per acre. The old 
gentleman straightened himself and ex- 
claimed most earnestly that if his land was 
ever worth $50 per acre, it woyld ruin him 
to pay the tax. He owned about one thou- 
sand acres, valued at $2 per acre. I trust 
that some of the land. companies of the 
state and those interested in the fruit grow- 
ing sections, will furnish the information 
asked for, as there is nothing in this de- 
partment to supply the inquirers.”’ 

Governor Northen favored the publication 
of a pamphlet, and the subject was discuss- 
ed some fast fall, but nothing was done by 
the legislature. An elaborate book is not 
needed, but something concise would give 
the information desired and bring to the 
state in a year a hundred times as much 
capital as the publication would cost.
